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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 1 3-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For Claim 2: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: a judgment circuit that judges the degradation of the storage 
battery based on a charging time of the storage battery from a time when the control 
circuit controls the output voltage of the converter to return to the steady state voltage to 
a time when the battery is fully charged, the judgment circuit using the charging time to 
determine whether the storage battery is degraded or normal, a degraded storage 
battery having a maximum storage capacity that is less than a maximum storage 
capacity of a new storage battery of the same kind thereof; and 

a timer for measuring the charging time of the storage battery from the time when 
the control circuit controls the output voltage of the converter to return to the 
steady state voltage to the time when the battery is fully charged.
